TAKEN AS HOSTAGE. 
Shanghai, Ang. 23—The following 
is a fuller account of the Hungbutze 
attack on Mr. Porter’ (British Consul 


-| at Harbin} and party, briefly reported 


by telegraph on August 1L = 

On Saturday evening at'about 6 30 
the’ British Consul. Mr. H. Porter, 
and Mr. Hankey were again attacked 
by Hunghutze during a trip down- 
nver. ¥ 

Before leaving Harbin the Consul 
informed the Chinese anthorities that 
he intended to start on.a trip ‘down. 
river and woold pass the night near 
a village some 60 versts from Harbin. 
The village has a’ Chinese garrison. 
Just before reaching post N. 34 the 
boat met a’small Chinese steamer 
which, it appeared subsequently, had 
just been fired at by Hunghutzes. 

FUSILLADE FROM THE SHORE, 

A few minutes later it, began to 
rain, and the passengers of the boat 
started to pack their belongings into 
the cabin. Soon a shot was fired, 
closely followed by a'violent fusillade. 
Happily, nobody was touched on the 
Soar, as all had time to lie down on 
the floor, One of the bullets siruck 
the engine, which stopped working. 

The boat then drifted to the side 
of some junks which were standing 
along the shore. The moment the 
boat struck the junks some ruffians, 
armed with rifles and wearing broad | 


scarlet sashes, attacked it. As they |’ 


approached some of them continued 


‘| firing. The Chinese mechaniz of the |: 


motorboat then stepped out and 
began conversing with the brigands. 
The passengers of.the boat were 
ordered to get out on the funk and 
stand aside in the rain while the 
boat was being searched: 
were levelled at them all the tims. 

MECHANIC'S PRESENCE OF MIND. 


A long conversation ensued, from 
which Mr. Porter gathered that} 
some of the brizands were in favour 
j of shooting them and others wanted 
{to take them as hostages. By this 
time the search was accomplished. 
Some bundtes of clothing were taken 
land some money. 

The presence of mind of the 
mechanic. went far towards saving 
the situation, fer he managed to 
persuade the brigands that the pas- 
sengers of the boat occupied no im- 
portant positidn, and consequently 
nothing could be gained from taking 
them as hostages. The brigands 
then wanted to take the boat, but 
the mechanic showed them that thép 
engine was broken, and they thought}: 
better of it. : : ? 

AN ALL NIGHT WATCH. 

.Finally, after same dispate, they 
left the boat’ and went to their 
horses, which were hidden behind 
hay-stacks. There were 16 brigands 
in all. 

By this time it was 10.30 p.m. and 
the rain was still falling heavily. |" 
When the Hunghutzes  disap- 
peared the crews of the junk crept 
out of their hiding-places. Some 
of them had been robbed twice’ 
during thatday, As the .Huag- 
hutzes might have returned at any 
moment it was decided. to keep the 
boat anchored for a while‘and then 
get one of the junks to ‘tow her. |

CHINESE SHIPPING AND - 
FREIGHTS. 


NEW RECORD POR BRITISH FLAG. 


A report on the foreign trade of 
China in 1920, issued by the Chinese 
Maritime Customs Board, states that 
the tonnage of vessels. entered and 
cleared amounted to 104,266,695 tons, 
whch is 8,540,760 tons more than 
in 1919, and, it is worthy of note, 
surpasses the record figure of 1914. 
The British flag, which now reaches 
40.8 million tons, has fully recovered 
from the effects of the war, and 


J exceeds the highest figure hitherto 


recorded, viz, $9.3 million tons 
in 1914. The Japanese flag, which 
holds the second place on the list 
in order of importance, increased 
from 27.5 to “28.2 million tons. 
American shipping registers a further 
remarkable advance from 2.6 nillion 
tons in 1919 to 4.2 million tons 
during the year under review and 
thus tetains the fourth place, the 
third on the list being Chinese shipping 
which increased from 22.6 million 
to 23.6 million tons, not including 
the tonnage of Chinese junks, which 
amounted to 4 million tons. French 
tonnage more than doubled, the 1920 
figares being $52,979 tons, against 
414,161 tons in 1919, while the 
Italian flag rose from 53.142 tons in 
1919 to 195,900 tons. 


FREIGHTS. 

At the bdecinning the outward 
freight was decidedly inactive and 
dull, The demard for space for the 
United Kingdom and Continent had 
practically ceased, and exporters were 
unable to negotiate fresh business 
owing tothe continued risein exchange. 
which at that time seemed firmer 
than ever, A temporary drop in the 
rate of ex hange in March was respon- 
sible for the shipment of some seeds 
and cereals to North Continental 
ports; but the market remained 
fiat, with abundant toanage available 
and but little cargo offering. When. 
towards the middle of the year, the 
price of silver commenced its down- 
ward course in earnest, the uncertain 
state of the home markets precluded 
any considerable business being 
transacted, although some shipments 
of beans were made to Port Said 
and Trieste. and. Iater on in the year. 
fairly large quantities of  sceds 
were exported -rom the Yangtze 
to European ports. In the hope of 
attracting freight and encoutusng 
demand. the China Homeward Freight 
Conference reduced its rates materially 
during the course of the year, Lut 
despite spasmodic flashes of encrgy 
the market, at the close of the year. 
was in the same inert condition whick 
had characterised it for some time 
past. with no promise of an catly 
improvement. 

The same remarks apply, to a great 
extent, to the Pacifie route, ard to 
shipments to New York via Panima 
and via Suez. On all these berths 
there was a scarcity of cargo offering. 
with ample tonnage uvailable. The 
situation was aggravated here by the 
advent of a large number of United 
States Shipping Board steamers now" 
trading to the Orient. which entered 
inte ~-competition - with-- the- regular 
lines. 

Inward cargoes from the United 
Kingdom maintained a good average 
throughout the year. : 

Coastwise trade was quiet but 
steady with a fair amount of available 
tonnage, especially on the Northern 
and Yangtze routes. But here also 
there was a pronounced downward 
tendency in rates, and. towards the 
end of the year, considerable reduc- 
tion had to be mude. ;

This fiasco, says 
Mr. Lasker, is a great blow to Asmeri- 
can-hopes, but with the help of the 
taxpayers p great deal’ may. still be 
achieved to put United States vessels 
on the seven seas in profitable business,

TO WORLD PEACE. 


MR. LLOYD GEORGE ON 
THE U.S. STEP. 


OUR FAR EAST POLICY. 


Mr. Liagd Gerrge in his statement 
ja Parliament on. the proprsed 
Wa hington conference on the limita- 
tion af armamen’s, reminded mem- 
bers that he informed them he was 
axaiting replies to conversations 
which had taken place between the 
Foreign Secretary and the rearesenta- 
tives of the Goveraments of the 
Unired Sates, Japan, and China. 
These followed discussions in the 
imperial Cabinet. “IJ am very gled 
‘to be able to inform the House to-day 
that the views of the Government of 
the United States have reached me 
and are extremely satisfactory. 
Tne reply of the Chinese Government 
is also favourable, We have not yet 
received areply from the Government 
of Japan, but we have good reason 


to hope tnat it will he in the same 


sense,” 

Explaining the discussions at the 
imperial Cabinet, Mr. Lloyd George 
said the broad lines of Imperial policy 
in the Pacific and the Far East were 
the first subjects to which they ad- 
dressed themselves, having special 
regard to the Anglo-Japanese Treaty, 
the future of China, and the bearing 
of both those questions on the re- 
Jations of the British Empire with 
the United States. 

“We were actuated in our deliber- 
ations by three main considerations, 
Japan is an old and proved ally. The 
agreement of 20 years’ standing be- 
tween us has been a very great 
benefit not unly to ourselves and her 
put to the peacz of the Far East. 
China has a very numerous people, 
with great potentialities, who esteem 
our friendship highly, and whose. in- 
terests we on our side desire to assist 
and advance. Cheers.) 

“To the'United States we see to- 
dav, 23 we have alwaysseen, a people 
closest to our own aims and ideals, 
with whom it is, for us, not merely a 
desire and an interest, but a deeply 
rooted instinet to consult and to co- 


aperate. Those were the main con-; 


siderations at our meetings, and upon 
them we were unanimou3, 
PACIFIC NAVIES. 

“ The object of our discussions was 
to find a method of combining all 
those three factors in a policy which 
would remove the danger of heavy 
naval expenditure in the Pacific, with 
all the evils which such expenditure 
entails, and which would ensure the 
development of all tegitimate national 
joterests in the Far East. Wehad in 
the first place to ascertain our exact 
position with regard to the Anglo 
Japanese Agreement. There had 
been much doubt as to “where the 
notification to ths League of Nations, 


made last July, constitdted a de. 


nunciation of the Agreement in sense 
of Clause 6 of the Treaty. - 

“ Kfter preliminary .discassion is 
the Imperial Cabinet the matter was 
referred to the Lord Chancellor, who 
considered it with the Law Officers 
of the Crown, and held -that no 
denunciation bad yet been given. It 
follows that the Anglo-Japanese 
Agreement remains int force until it 
is denounced, and lapses only at the 
expiration of 12 months from the 
time when notice of denunciation is

to mainta.n our close triendship and 

! cooperation with Japan. The great-

In addi- 
tion to these considerations, we Cesire 
to safeguard our own vital interests 
in the Pacific, and to preclude any 
competitisn in naval armaments ber 
ween the Pacific Powers. : 

“st, the representatives of the 
Empire agree that cur aims on these 
| matters should be communicated with 
frankness to the United States, Japan, 
an4 China, with the object of secur- 
jing an exchange of views which 
might lead to more formal discus 
sions ana conferences. 


“MR. HARDING'S INITIATIVE. 


“The Foreign Secretary accord: 
ingly held conversations with 
the American and Japanese Ambeas- 
adors and the Chinese Minister, at 

| which he communicated the view of 
‘the Imperial Cabinet, and asked in 
‘saturn for the views of their cespec- 
‘tive Governments, and he expressed 
the hope in these conversations that 
‘this exchange of views might, if their 
Goverments sharéd our views in that 
i respect, pave the way for conferences 
on the problems of the Pacific and 
the Far East. 
: “The views of the President of the 
United States were made public 
;by the American Government 
‘Mr, Harding has taken the mo- 
step of inviting the 
; Powers toa conference on the limita- 
{tion of armaments—(loud cheres)—a 
| gonference to be held in Washington 
jin the near future, and he alsn suz- 
gests a preliminary meeting on Pacific 
and Far Eastern questions between 
the Powers most directly interested 
in the welfare and peace of that 
' great region, which is assuming the 
first. importance in. internatiénal 
affairs. I need nut say that we wel- 
come with the utmost pleasure Pre- 
| fident Harding’s wise and courteous 
‘initiative. (Cheers.) 

“Tq saying this I know that Ispeak 
for the Empire as a whole, The 
world has been locking to the United 
States for such a lead, and I am con- 
fident that the House will esteem it 
as an act of far-seeing statesmanship 
and will w'sh it success. No effort 
will be lacking to make it so on be 
half of the British Empire, which
